This letter concerns the above-referenced Freedom of Information Act request received by 
the U.S. Environmental Protection Agency on April, 3, 2017, which requested a copy of

Portions of these records are being withheld pursuant to 5 U.S.C. § 552(b)(5), the 
Deliberative Process Privilege, 552(b)(6) Personal Privacy Information, 552(b)(7)(a) Law 
Enforcement-Enforcement Proceedings, 552(b)(7)(c) Law Enforcement-Personal Privacy and 
552(b)(7)(f) Law Enforcement-Life or Physical Safety of an individual. The portions of records 
are exempt from disclosure because they are predecisional and deliberative and would harm 
agency decision-making if released or contain personal information which would and/or could be 
an unwarranted invasion of personal privacy if released or which could reasonably be expected to 
endanger the life or physical safety of an individual.
